again later. Mrs, Nordman said 
Miss Sullivan indicated the latter 
request would not be granted, al- 
though Miss Sullivan told her not 
to tell this to Mrs, Oehler. 

Mrs. Nordman declared Mrs. 
Oehler is “an exceptionally able 
social worker.” She added that in 
view of the shortage of trained 
social workers she was “certain 
Mrs. Oehler could be useful in our 
department whenever she chose 
to return.”

Last Chance on Inflation. 

Bowles told the legislators the 
new policy “is our last chance to 
stop this thing (ar inflationary 
trend) where it stands.”

FRENCH APPEAL

Bidault Quoted as Saying, 
After Decision to Close 
Border, That France

PARIS, Feb. 27 (AP)—Foreign 
Minister Georges Bidault was re- 
ported to have informed the For- 
eign Affairs Commission of the 
Constituent Assembly today that 
he had requested American and 
British support for a French ef- 
fort to bring Spain before the 
United Nations Security Council 
on charges of endangering inter- 
national peace and security, 


Deputies emerging from a com- 
mission meeting said Bidault told 
them he had made the appeal in 
a joint note to Washington and 
London as directed by. the cabinet 
yesterday, following its decision 
to close the French-Spanish bor- 
der to trade, effective at midnight 
Friday. 

These deputies said Bidault as- 
serted that France would take the 
initiative for bringing the Span- 
ish situation before the Security 
Council at its next meeting, sched- 
uled for March 21 in New York 
City, even if negative replies were 
received from the United States 
and Britain. 

British View Expressed. 
London dispatch quoted a 
British Foreign Office spokes- 
man as deprecating today the 
French action in ordering the 
French-Spanish frontier’ closed. 
Such incidents, the spokesman 
said, were likely to prolong Gen- 
eralissimo Francisco Franco's rule 
by, making him “a national hero 
instead of a refugee.” 

The dispatch said the spokes- 
man emphasized again, however, 
the official British line toward 
Spain as stated in Parliament by 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin— 
that Britain “detests” Franco and 
wants to see a “popularly support- 
ed” government in Spain. 

The spokesman was reported as 
saying the Uniied States had sent 
a note to Britain discussing the 
possibility of an interim govern- 
ment in Spain when and if Fran- 
co was forced out. The spokesman 
declined, however, to make known 
the details of the note. He said 
the note also was addressed to 
the French Government. 

(In Washington, the State De- 
partment said the United States 
had dispatched *“‘certain American 
views” on the Spanish situation to 
Britain and France, but declined 
to indicate what was proposed. 

(Diplomatic sources said the 
United States had proposed that 
the three governments state their 
disapproval of Franco and deplore 
continuation of his rule; that they 
consider granting recognition to 
a broadly representative interim 
government if Franco is ousted; 
and at the same time reaffirm 
their intention not to interfere in 
Spain’s domestic affairs but to

One Wrote That ‘It Still Seems That I Am 
in a Dream’—4 to Go on Trial 
for Their Murder. 


TOKYO, Feb. 27 (AP)—George 
Thomas Folster, National Broad- 
casting Co. correspondent said to- 
day that three of Gen. James A. 
Doolittle’s flyers wrote letters to 
their families 24 hours before they 
were executed by the Japanese in 
China. 

Folster said he obtained from 
Japanese files marked “extreme 
secrecy, military affairs,” copies 
of the letters and wills written in 
October, 1942 by Lt, William G. 
Farrow, Darlington, S. C.; Lt. 
Dean E. Hallmark, Dallas, Tex., 
and Sgt. Robert Spatz, Lebo, Kan. 

The three members of the Doo- 
little party that raided Tokyo 
April 18, 1942, from the carrier 
Hornet, landed in China @nd were 
captured and executed. Five oth- 
er captured Doolittle flyers were 
saved by the personal intervention 
of the Emperor. 

Folster said Farrow wrote: 

“You told me once to complete 
the good life you started as a mis- 
sionary. Well, unfortunately, I’m 
unable to do so. Good-bye to all 
of you. I'm sorry it had to hap- 


pen this way. Chin up, and help 
Mom, will you?” 

Spatz wrote: 

“I will say my last good-bye to 
you. My personal property con- 
sists of my clothes. If I have in- 
herited anything since I became 
of age, I will give it to you. 

“I ‘ant you to know that I love 
you—and God bless you.” 

Hallmark wrote: 

“It still seems that I am in a 
dream and can’t believe what is 
happening. Mother, you try to 
stand up under this—and pray. 
Well, I will close now and not 
write any more. I do not know 
how to end this letter, but will | 
end it by sending you all of my| 
love.” 

There was no indication wheth- 
er the letters ever were delivered 
to the families. The three men were 
executed Oct. 15, 1942, at Kiang- 
war, China, by a firing squad aft- 
er a farcical court-martial. Four 
Japanese accused of that crime 
pleaded not guilty in Shanghai 
today. Their trial was set for 
Marchg11.

“T am sure you are familiar 
with the acute need for foodstuffs 
in the war-torn countries of 
Europe and Asia. Our national 
self respect and our duties as 
human beings demand that we do 
all possible to stop the spread of 
famine, 

“T have directed the agencies 
of Government to do evrything 
possible to this end. But Covern- 
ment alone is not enough. 

“We cannot meet this situation 
without an aggressive voluntary 
program on the part of private 
citizens to reduce food consump- 
tion in this country. 

“IT am asking you and a very 
few other public spirited citizens 
to meet in the east wing of the 
White House at 3 o'clock Friday 
afternoon, March 1, to work out 
means for supporting such a vol- 
untary program. Ex-President 
Hoover has accepted my invita- 
tion and will be there. I count on 
your support.”

NAZI ARMS MAKE 


Obscure Magnate ‘Bigger 
Than Krupp,’ Ameri- 
cans Find — Holdings 
Worth $400,000,000.

FRANKFURT, Germany, Feb. 
27 (AP) — A German armament 
maker described by an American 
investigator as the “greatest sin- 
gle power behind the Nazi war ma- 
chine—a behind-the-scenes force 
far bigger than Krupp”—has been 
unmasked by American occupation 
authorities, 

The magnate, whose fabulous 
$400,000,000 secret industrial em- 
pire previously was whispered 
among a few, was identified by 
authorities as Friedrich Flick, 62 
years old, a steel. and coal pro- 
ducer whose name was virtually 
unknown abroad or among mil- 
lions of Germans. 

Full details of the dealings 
which made Flick one of the 
wealthiest men in Germany still 
are under investigation by a 
Treasury and War Department 
decartelization team headed by 
Josif Marcu Jr. of New York. 

“We consider Flick a greater 
criminal than Krupp for he grew 
with the Nazi regime and seized 
more personal economic power 
than Krupp ever held,” Marcu 
said. He added that his team 
would recommend the indictment 
of Flick as a war criminal. Flick 
was taken into American custody 
last June. 

Did It in 12 Years. 

Marcu said that Flick, in 12 
years of Nazism, built up holdings 
vaster than those it took the 
Krupps generations to seize in 
three wars starting with the 1870 
French-German conflict. 

Flick’s holdings, which came 
from confiscated French, Czecho- 
slovak and Russian properties and 
forced sales of Jewish plants and

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP)— 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, called today for a vig- 
orous, plain-spoken American for- 
eign policy that will match 
Russia’s in firmness. 

Reporting to the Senate on his 
work as a delegate to the United 
Nations meeting in London, Van- 
denberg, chairman of the Repub- 
lican senatorial conference, told 
his colleagues that the world to- 
day is asking: “What is Russia 
up to now?” 

Without attempting to answer. 
that question specifically, he said 
in an addtess that on the answer 
may depend the fate of world ef- 
forts to keep the peace, 


It would be futile “to blink the 
fact that two great, rival ideolo- 
gies—democracy in the west and 
Communism in the east—here find 
themselves face to face with the 
desperate need for mutual under- 
standing in finding common 
ground upon which-to strive for 
peace for both,” he declared, d 


Harmony Possible, " 


However, he said, the United 
States and Russia “can live to- 
gether in reasonable harmony if 
the United States speaks as plain- 
ly upon all occasions ag Russia 
does; if the United States just as 
vigorously sustains its own pur- 
poses and its ideals upon all oc- 
casions as Russia does; if we 
abandon the miserable fiction, 
often encouraged by our fellow 
travelers, that we somehow jeop- 
ardize the peace if our candor is 
as firm as Russia's always is: and 
if we assume a moral leadership 
which we have too frequently al- 
lowed to lapse.” 

Vandenberg added that “the sit- 
uation calls for patience and good 
will, but not for vacillation.” 

The United States, he said, can 
speak with extraordinary power 
because it has “no ulterior designs 
against any of its neighbors any- 
where on earth.” 

“We need but one rule,” he de 
clared. “What is right? Where 
is justice? There let America 
take her stand.” 

Along with that, Vandenberg 
said the United States must make 
it plain “there is a line heyond 
which compromise cannot go.” 

“But how can we expect our 
alien friends to know where that 
line is unless we re-establish the 
habit of saying only what we 
mean and meaning every word we 
say?” he asked. 

“T have the feeling it is the best 
way to win Soviet respect and 
Soviet trust. Respect must pre- 
cede trust and both are indispen- 
sable to peace.” F

He declared that in the London

Clifford's services were too highly 
valued to appoint him to this 
decorative position. 

He may te named the naval 
aide temporarily and given addi- 
tional duties, it was said. No 
definite decision has as yet been 
reached. 

Capt. Clifford has been given 
many special assignments’ by 
President Truman. He was put 
in charge of the redesigning of 
tho presidential seal and flag and 
is said to have had a hand in the 
creation of the new Central For- 
eign Intelligence Service, 

When Judge Samuel I. Rosen- 
man resigned recently as special 
counsel to the President, it was 
rumored that Clifford would suc- 
ceed him. This was denied at 
the White House, where it was 
explained that the position would 
not be filled and that Rosenman 
would spend a day or so a week 
helping the President. 

Truman today appointed Ran- 
dolph Paul as a special $10,000-a- 
year presidential assistant, The 
White House said Paul would con- 
duct negotiations for the State 
Department with various Euro- 
pean nations who were neutral in 
the war on the subject of ex- 
ternal German assets. 

Paul, a former Treasury official, 
was a familiar figure on Capitol 
Hill for years in consideration of 
wartime tax bills. Recently he 
has been a tax consultant in pri- 
vate life.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 27: — 
Reduction of the proposed new in- 
tangible property tax, from a rate 
of 8 per cent of the annual yield 
from such property to a 4 per 
cent rate, and exclusion of cor- 
porate stocks from the tax base 
was recommended last night by 
the House Revision Committee on 
Taxation. 

The committee approved. the 
substitute for the original bill, 
lowering the rate, eliminating 
stocks and incorporating other 
amendments, The substitute bill 
will be reported to the House next 
week, 

Cutting the rate in half and re- 
lieving corporate shares from the 
tax largely meets the objections 
made by business groups and se- 
curity owners led by the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce. Rate cuts 
to as low as 2 per cent had been 
urged, 

The new constitution allows an 
8 per cent rate, but Speaker Pro 
Tem Murray E. Thompson of 
Marshfield, acting chairman, said 
the committee decided to try a 
lower rate at the outset of this 
new system of taxing intangibles 
such as money, notes, bonds and 
mortgages.

SENATORIAL DISTRICT 


BOUNDARIES. REVISED .-— 


County Court Discovers Areas 
Created Didn’t Comply 
With Limits on Population. 


Boundaries of two state sena- 
torial] districts in St. Louis coun- 


ty, announcéd yesterday by the 
County Court, were revised last 
night after the court discovered 
the districts created did not com- 
ply with a law which limits them 
to a population of not more than 
139,000 each. 

The districts are being created 
under the new State Constitution 
to provide more adequate repre- 
sentation for urban areas in the 
state, Before the new Constitu- 
tion -was adopted, one Senator 
represented St. Louis, Gasconade 
and Franklin counties. 

As revised, the Twelfth Dis- 
trict, in which an election will be 
held this year, will include all of 
St. Ferdinand, Bonhomme, Lemay 
and Meramec townships and 38 of 
50 precincts in Normandy town- 
ship. The 1940 census lists the 
population in this area at 138,442. 

Election in 1948, 

The Thirteenth District with a 
population of 135,788, will include 
all of Clayton, Jefferson and Gra- 
vois Townships and 12 precincts 
in Normandy Township. An elec- 
tion in the Thirteenth District, 
now represented by Senator Hart- 
well Crain, who took office last 
year after the resignation of Sen- 
ator Joseph Falzone, will be held 
in 1948. 


Boundaries of the new districts 


were certified to the St. Louis 
County Board of Election Com- 
missioners and the Secretary of 
State today. Within the next few 
days the Court is expected to de- 
fine boundaries of seven districts 
in the county’ from which mem- 
bers of the State House of Repre- 
sentatives will be elected. Prior 
to the adoption of the new Con- 
stitution, St. Louis county was 
represented by three members of 
the House. 

Full cost of election equipment, 
formerly supplied at a loss by the 
County. Board of Election Com- 
missioners, will hereafter be borne 
by municipalities of over 10,000 
population, John Q. Brown, chair- 
man of the board, has announced. 
The board also will levy an addi- 
tional charge for- posting names 
of voters in municipal elections. 

The equipment, which includés 
ballot boxes, registration books 
and election booths, has been fur- 
nished previously at a cost to mu- 
nicipalities of $1 per precinct. This 
charge will be increased to $3, 
Brown said. 

Cost for Posting Voter Lists. 

The posting of approved lists of 
voters, previously performed at no 
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inflation | 


charge by the election office, will 
now cost the six municipalities af- 
fected $2.50 per 100 voters. 

Brown has estimated that Uni- 
versity and Clayton, which will 
hold elections on April 2, will be 
required to pay an additional $260 
and $74, respectively, to the board 
for such services. Other munic- 
ipalities affected by the board's 
action are Kirkwood, Maplewood, 
Richmond Heights and Webster 
Groves, which will hold no elec- 
tions until next year.

Adm. Richmond Kelly Turner 
was the Navy’s director of war 
plans in 1941. He told the com- 
mittee that the War and Navy 
Departments had believed for 
more than 25 years that if Japan 
went to war with the United 
States, Pearl Harbor would be 
attacked. Moreaver, he testified, 
the Army-Navy war plan of 1938 
assumed that if the Japanese at- 
tacked they would do it without 
declaring war. 

Joseph C. Grew, former United 
States Ambassador to Japan, testi- 
fied that war warnings became 
specific in January 1941. He said 
he informed the State Department 
at that time that he had received 
a report that the Japanese were 
planning a surprise mass attack 
on Hawaii. He said he was told 
so by the Peruvian Minister to 
Tokyo, who had good Japanese 
Government connections. (Infor- 
mation gathered recently by Army 
investigators in Tokyo indicates 
that it actually was in January 
1941 that the attack on Pear! 
Harbor was first conceived.) 

Grew said that in the spring of 
1941 South American diplomats 
related to American friends that 
the Japanese had told them in 
blunt language that they were go- 
ing to make war on the United 
States. He added that the South 
Americans told the Americans 
that if the Japanese did go to 
war their countries would side 
with the United States. The 
stories, .Grew said, were 
promptly reported to the State 
Department. 

Japanese Code Broken. 

It was approximately at this 
time, it was testified, that the 
highly secret Japanese diplomatic 
code was broken, and then a series 
of alarming intercepted messages 
hegan to flow into the intelligence 
offices.

Native of Wisconsin. 
His rearing, education and pub- 
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lic service prepared him for this 
big task. 

He was born in Madison, Wis., 
on Nov. 23, 1907, the son of Julius 
John and Emma _ (Korfmacher) 
Krug. His grandparents had im- 
migrated to this country because 
they could not stand the Germany 
of the Kaiser and Bismarck, At 
the time Krug was born, his fa- 
ther was a patrolman. He later 
became a sheriff and a fire war- 
den. 

There were five sons and two 
daughters to support on the 
meager Krug wages. All the ,chil- 
dren went through the University 
of Wisconsin, 

“Never once did I hear my fa- 
ther or my mother complain,” 
young Krug has fondly recalled. 
“It was pure unselfishness and 
sacrifice—and it made a profound 
impression on me.” 

His nickname “Cap” started at 
his birth. The family doctor, look- 
ing over the big, healthy baby 
boy, objected to the parents, 
“Julius is no name for him. You 
ought to call him Captain Kidd.” 
The nickname stuck although his 
mother called him Julius. 

Entering the university at 18, he 
worked his way with whatever 
jobs he could pick up. He did not 
win scholastic honors and played 
football only in his freshman year. 
He was big, then as now, six feet 
three inches tall. At 19, in his 
sophomore year he married his 
neighborhood sweetheart, Margar- 
et Catherine Dean. They now 
have a daughter and a son. 

With a wife to support in col- 
lege, he was in turn a laborer on 
a scaffolding gang, helper in a 
cabinet maker's” shop, engine 
wiper, iceman, moving van driver 
and u filling station operator. He 
received his A. B. degree in 1929, 
and a year later his M. A., after 
majoring in utilities management 
and economics. 

To Washington in 1935. 


His first job out of college was 
with the Wisconsin Telephone Co, 
as a business research analyst. 
From there he went to the Wis- 
consin. Public Utilities Commis- 
sion as technician on public util- 
ity rates and depreciation. There 
he met Lilienthal, then a commis- 
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sion member and now chairman 
of the TVA. 

He migrated to Washington in 
1935 to conduct the Federal Com- 
munications Commission's investi- 
gation of the long lines depart- 
ment of the Bell System. This 
inquiry resulted in substantially 
lowered rates for long distance 
calls but jis said to have almost 
lost Krug to the New Deal. Ac- 
cording to friends, he thought 
some of the New Dealers were 
more interested in social reform 


than in doing a good job. He 
went back to Wisconsin in 1937. 

Lilienthal persuaded him to go 
to the TVA as the power engineer, 
As such, he personally negotiated 
late Wendell Willkie for 
the purchase of the Tennessee 
Electric Co. by the TVA for $80,- 
000,000. 

Although a believer in TVA, 
he was not an advocate of com- 
plete government ownership of 
all utilities. His view was: “It 
Is best for the nation not to give 
either public ownership or pri- 
vat. ownership too much rope.” 
In the summer of 1941 his TVA 
record attracted the attention of 
William L, Batt of the OPM, who 
was looking for a defense power 
consultant who would be accepta- 
ble both to public and private pow- 
er men, 


As head of the OPM public pow- 
er branch, Krug beat out Ickes,

who wanted to be the nation’s 
“energy” director. In this job, Krug 
fought for daylight saving, pro- 
vided the power for the expand- 
ing aluminum and magnesium 
plants and brought the utilities 
closer together. He won the repu- 
tation, in the words of one writer, 
for “administrative ability, tactful 
firmness and straight-shooting.” 

When OPM was reorganized 
into the WPB, Krug became dep- 
uty director-general for priorities 
control and ran the raw materials 
allocation plan—a big job. Nelson 
then~made him director of the 
Office of War Utilities, and he 
became, according to the Nation's 
Business, “the greatest single per- 
son in the public utility field to- 
day.” He was also named vice 
chairman in charge of material 
distribution. 


These two jobs kept him busy 
six days and three nights a week. 
His only complaint was that he 
found no time to get a haircut. 

“No wonder they call us the 
long-haired boys,” he quipped. 


Ready for Reconversion. 

The victories over Germany and 
Japan found Krug, as chairman of 
the WPB, ready with reconversion 
plans. As early as the autumn of 
1944 he had elvolved the plan 
that business would do better if 
it had few governmental controls 
in the coming peace. This writer 
saw him in Donald Nelson’s old 
office at the time and he was even 
then positive that business men 
would have to relearn how to look 
after themselves. This was an un- 
expected view from a man who 
had spent mosto f his adult life as 
a “bureaucrat.” 

Physically as well as mentally, 
Krug is an impressive figure, 
dwarfs the office furniture. He 
dresses quietly, usually in blue or 
brown suits and a white shirt and 
discreet neckties. He speaks di- 
rectly to the point with great con- 
fidence without being over-bearing. 

He will need his administrative 
ability and tact in his new job in 
the Interior Department whose 
jurisdiction extends to every state 
and our overseas possessions, He 
follows a good administrator but 
the morale of the department was 
shot to pieces by the explosive res- 
ignation of Ickes. Many depart- 
ment heads wanted to resign in 
sympathy. 

President Truman told his press 
conference that Krug was his per- 
sonal selection. For once, he has 
chosen a man with proved admin- 
istrative ability.

sissippi. Italians are addressed by Bilbo 
as “Dagoes.” 

Mr. Melvin cannot compare University 
City and its citizens with any part of 
Mississippi. The Supreme Court out- 
lawed legal segregation by municipali- 
ties years ago. And if I had to run afoul 
of the law, I'd choose University City 
a thousand times to any spot in Mis- 
sissippi. 

I am @ Negro. If I lived in Missis- 
sippi, I wouldn’t dare write this letter. 
The dread fear of the mob would pre- 
vent my writing it. But should the urge 
to write this letter overcome my better 
judgment, no newspaper would publish 
it. And should it be published, the news- 
paper’s cash register would suffer and 
my hide would amply pay for my indis- 
cretion in thinking that freedom of 
speech means what it says it does.

Why Further Hearings? 


William A. Patterson’s testimony before the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee yesterday vir- 
tually amounted to a charge that Edwin W, 
Pauley tried to sell him a Government favor for 
a $35,000 donation to the Democratic party and 
took a threatening tone when he declined to buy. 

The president of United Airlines said that, at 
a time when his company had a franchisé appli- 
cation pending in Washington, Pauley said to 
him, after he had refused a request for a $35,- 
000 contribution to the Democratic campaign 
fund: “You’d better think twice before turn- 
ing us down.” 

Mr. Patterson’s testimony discredits a nom- 
inee whose discrediting has now become sheer- 
est supererogation. As President Truman’s nom- 
inee for Under Secretary of the Navy, Mr. 
Pauley has been discredited so often and so 
roundly that if there were such a thing as a 
referee in a confirmation hearing, he would be 
compelled to call time in order to stop what 
has now become a slaughter. ' 

Mr. Pauley was discredited when, after he had 
denied under oath that he had discussed the 
tidelands oil issue with PresidentgRoosevelt, for- 
mer Attorney General Biddle or Secretary of 
the Interior Ickes, the fact that he had talked 
with them all about it was proved so conclu- 
sively that he was forced to admit under oath 
that he had talked with all three of them about 
it, with Mr. Ickes “50 or 100 times.” 

Mr. Pauley was discredited when former As- 
sistant Attorney General Littell swore, over 
Pauley’s denial, that the nominee had tried to 
persuade him to withhold the Government’s tide- 
lands suit on the ground that it was unwise 
politically. 

Mr. Pauley was discredited when, after hav- 
ing testified under oath that the Mexican Gov- 
ernment had formally approved a project of his 
to establish an oil plant in Mexico, he was com- 
pelled to admit under oath that the Mexican 
Government had not formally approved it. 

Mr. Pauley was discredited when Secretary 


Ickes, over the nominee’s denial, testified—and - 


backed it up with diary notes jotted down at the 
time—that Pauley had told him $300,000 in con- 
tributions to the Democratic party could be ob- 
tained from oil men if they could be assured 
the Government would withhold the tidelands 
suit. 

Senator Tobey, the chairman of the Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee, has said that the rec- 
ord will show that Pauley, when pressed, has 
reversed himself on no fewer than six occasions, 
all under oath. 

What useful purpose, therefore, can be served 
by the taking of further testimony? How does 
the Senate Naval Affairs Committee know 
whether or not to believe what Mr. Pauley is 
Saying now, when it has six glaring proofs that 
it could not afford to believe what he has al- 
ready said? Of if the committee expects to be- 
lieve some of his testimony and disbelieve some, 
what method does it have at hand—crystal ball, 
tea leaves or phrenology—to determine which 
is which? ‘ 

Mr. Truman has made it known that he doesn’t 
care how often Mr. Pauley has sworn to both 
sides of a question—that he still thinks he has 
made a fine nomination. There ought to be 
somebody in Washington who cares about such 
things, and a good place for a start would be 
in the Senate Naval Affairs Committee. The 
committee could, by a single simple action, tes- 
tify that it likes veracity and dislikes being mis- 


led. That action would be to end hearings forth- | 


with and throw the nominee out. 
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Congress is considering a retirement plan. 
Some critics will be disappointed, however, to 
learn that it is piecemeal. 
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Problem of the Homeless Pigeons 

Like a man without a country or a lighthouse 
keeper without a lighthouse, a homing pigeon 
without a home is a pathetic spectacle. There 
aré 17,000 of these frustrated fowl now on the 
Government’s hands, not yet demobilized after 
war service, and their disposal has Washington’s 
best reconverters baffled. A few have beén sold, 
and now the authorities are trying to give the 
remaining ones away before their feed bill 
causes the Treasury Department to suggest 
pigeon pie, or the birds turn-.up their toes from 
sheer ennui. 

The War Assets Corp. shouldn’t be hasty, how- 
ever, in liquidating this property by the handout 
method. A nation-wide telephone strike is sched- 
uled for next week, and several million eager 
and capable homing pigeons, let alone a mere 
17,000, might come in pretty handy. 
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The Russian espionage project in Canada 
might appropriately have been designated Oper- 
ation Flatfooted. 
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Plans to End the Runaround 


The expansion and reorganization plans for 
the Veterans’ Service Center are as necessary as 
they are tardy. The center’s board of direc- 
tors finally is considering alterations, after two 
months of inadequate operation of the center. 

So far, this. agency simply has not provided 
ex-GIs with much advice or help on their most 
urgent needs: jobs, housing and loans. Applica- 
tions for certification as in-job training places 
piled up from 150 St. Louis area business firms. 
The Citizens’ Emergency Housing Committee 
failed to provide a staff at the center. Offers 
from banks to maintain loan advisers there were 
not accepted, 

Under the expansion plan, the center will co- 
ordinate job-counseling and education-counseling 
services. It will make use of two bank advisers. 
It certainly must ask the housing committee for 
help. 3 

Reorganization is needed as much as expan- 
sion. The center’s own staff is only one of sev- 
egal agencies working together. There has been 
little co-ordination. The new plan is to use the 
center staff as an over-all co-ordinator. And 
if all this is done, the center probably will re- 
quire an estimated $152,700 annual budget, in- 
stead of the $119,392 now approved. The city 
and War Chest must provide that money, and 
the St. Louis County Court ought to donate its 
share in behalf of county veterans seeking help. 

At the moment, adequacy means urgency at 


the Veterans’ Service Center. For two months, 
ex-service men have been meeting confusion and 
delay at what was advertised as a “one-stop” 
agency. Now, at last, there is hope for an end 
to the Service Center runaround, 
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The Common Enemy 

A classic example of pressure group tactics is 
offered by the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, on the one hand, and the AFL and 
CIO, on the other. The NAM is opposed to price 
control and in favor of wage control. The AFL 
and CIO are opposed to wage control, while 
President Murray of the CIO strongly supports 
price control. 

We leave in the able hands of the Courier- 
Journal, whose comment is printed in today’s 
Mirror of Public Opinion, analysis of the fal- 
lacies of the NAM’s position. But labor’s posi- 
tion is even harder to comprehend. When Mr. 
Murray -says that any return to wartime. wage 
restraints would be “catastrophic” and when Mr, 
Green says the wage-price program is “unac- 
ceptable and unworkable,” it is hard to fathom 
what they mean. 

Isn't it generally accepted that it is run- 
away inflation which would.be “catastrophic”? 
Wouldn’t runaway inflation hurt the members 
of the CIO and-AFL more than it would ‘hurt 
the members of the NAM? Isn’t it true that pay 
rises must be accompanied, as they were in the 
case of steel, by reasonable price rises? What 
good is a pay rise if it is canceled out by a 
phony dollar? 

Mr. Murray's attitude, more extreme than Mr. 
Green’s, comes with poor grace, considering the 
Administration's generous 18!4-cent-an-hour fig- 
ure at which the steel strike was settled. That 
was probably 3% cents more than labor orig- 
inally expected to get, while, in granting a $5-a- 
ton increase in steel prices, the Administration 
gave the industry less than it asked for. In- 
deed, some elements in the industry insist they 
cannot operate profitably without a larger in- 
crease. 

We thought it accepted by now that the Tru- 
man Administration erred last August in junking 
the Little Steel formula, scuttling the War Labor 
Board and prematurely taking off other wartime 
controls, The attempted rush back to normal- 
cy was a dismal flop. The shooting war was 
over, but the economic condition of the coun- 
try was not yet attuned to peace. Messrs. Tru- 
man and Snyder, in their new wage-price pol- 
icy, have backtracked. They now fully realize 
that their former policies invited industrial war- 
fare at a time when order and production are 
the country’s great needs. 

For Mr. Murray, therefore, to accept the gifts 
labor has received from the Administration and 
then to fulminate against wage controls, while 
favoring price controls, is a sorry example of 
labor leadership. We should like to remind 
him, Mr. (ing and the NAM once again that 
the common @iemy is inflation, and the battle 
against inflation must be an even-handed one, 
favering neither labor nor industry.

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Franco: A Job for the UNO 


The outside world sympathizes with the atti- 
tude of liberated France toward its Fascist 
neighbor, Franco Spain, for the roll of griev- 
ances it suffered at the hands of that Axis asso- 
ciate during the war is a long and infuriating 
one. The present desire of the French Govern- 
ment to sever all relations with Spain can be 
understood, particularly since Franco’s latest 
wave of executions has included a Spaniard who 
fought in the French resistance forces against 
the Germans. 

Britain and the United States still remain cool 
toward any hasty action that might be construed 
as an effort to interfere in Spanish affairs and 
overthrow the Franco regime. For one thing, 
the anti-Franco forces are still far from united, 
Agreement among them, to give ‘some assur- 
ance that a stable government and not internal 
strife would follow Franco’s fall, is an essen- 
tial prerequisite to any action against him. 

Far better than unilateral action by the 
French, or even joint-action with Britain and 
America, would be action through the UNO, 
which France is reported today to have asked. 
The Assembly is already on record as to Spain, 
with the 45-to-0 vote of some weeks ago bar- 
ring that country from UNO membership. The 
problem is one that concerns every nation, for 
the safety of all is imperiled as long as this last 
European outpost of Fascism survives. The 
UNO, set up to prevent the jeopardizing of 
peace by unilateral or bloc action in interna- 
tional affairs, can demonstrate its effectiveness 
by taking decisive steps in the Franco affair,

Few readers could have missed in th@ad- 
vertising columns of this newspaper, or of 
any other newspaper in the country, as far 
as We could observe, a certain note of ap- 
peal that is quite seductive: a lulling, woo- 
ing, siren song, so limpid in tone and with 
lyrics so plausible that one is almost per- 
suaded to take them for what they profess 
to be, the voice of his salvation, The catch 
is that if he yields to its enchantment, he 
is likely to find himself on the rocks where 
sirens customarily dwell, 


This persuasive bid for a spot on the hit 
parade of popular favor is entitled “Let’s 
Tackle Inflation While We Can,” and it 
bears the signature of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers. Its burden is a 
facile suggestion to end all price controls, 
at once, in the interest of incentive for pro- 
duction.

“smother inflation” (this being apparently 
the punch line of the ditty), without both- 
ering to say what will happen to us and all 
our savings in the breathless period be- 
tween the hour controls are lifted and the 
day the bargain sales begin.

Glorious While It Lasts 


One finds nothing to suggest what a 
glorious whirl it will be while it lasts, only 
an implicit admission that prices will go up 
at once. It is sort of like the fellow who 
préscribes the hair of the dog that bit you. 


It should not take long to detect the bugs 
in this theory that a ride on the escalator 
is what the country needs. One swift look 
should be sufficient to show the erroneous 
assumptions, the false assumptions, the oc- 
casionally downright wicked assumptions 
on which this propaganda is based. 


Here are some of them: 


(1) The assumption that business is op- 
erating, industry is producing, at a loss, 
The total of corporation profits after taxes 
rose to 10 billion dollars in 1944, the last 
figures at hand, and unincorporated retail- 
ers, the so-called little fellows, had more 
than a billion dollars more in profits in 
1944 than in 1931. 


(2) The plea that while this may be true 
for the total, pre-Victory day operations, it 
does not apply to all, or take into consid- 
eration postwar cost increases, and that 
business and industry are denied relief un- 
der price control, The truth is that busi- 
nesses which can prove a loss, by reason 
of wage raises or other circumstances, are 
invited under the new wage-price formula 
to come and get their adjustments upward, 


Another False Assumption 


(3) The deep-seated assumption that our 
economy is still that of classic capitalism, 
where the law of supply and demand se- 
renely rules and competition is the natural 
control. We wonder what, for example, the 
farmers of the country would say to that, 
now that they have succeeded after a gen- 
eration of effort in getting a parity princi- 
ple established in the law, and a program of 
public support for their prices (through 
loans, subsidies, Government purchase and 
floors) as their security. We wonder how 
the workers of the country would feel about 
accepting the Adam Smith theory as to 


themselves, making the price of labor de- 
pendent on the pure law of supply and de- 
mand. Controls work several ways. 


(4) The assumption that competition will 
be a beneficent force under the present 
still unnatural circumstances. - What we 
should see with the removal of price con- 
trols would not be a competition to force 
lower prices in the end, but a competition 
immediately directed to knocking off the 
accumulated savings of the consumers, as 
long as they last, 


Wages Couldn't Catch Prices 


(5S) The assumption, so arrantly false, 
that everybody is well off and able to buy 
at prices which will be the inevitable effect 
of lifting the controls, Much is made of 
labor’s new wage raises, but the fact is 
that these raises were calculated in relation 
to increases in the cost of living and do 
not take into account any margins; thus, if 
prices go up farther, the formula would 


have to be recalculated and labor would be °' 


entitled to ask for new raises. 


These are among the high spots of the 
great NAM fallacy, which in plain effect 
asks for higher prices (in other words, in- 
flation) as a means of getting production. 


This, it seems, is the crowning fallacy, 
the fatal crag upon which the siren sits 
and sings; for higher prices (inflation) 
would tend to make the cost of products 
prohibitive—at first to the marginal con- 
sumer,.then to the man with a little sav- 
ings quickly exhausted, then to a widening 
circle of people. Store shelves and display 
rooms might be filled, but by the same 
token buyers might be fewer, with the re- 
sult of factory cutbacks and unemploy- 
ment and so again the circle which led us 
to the deep depression of 1934. 


The song has a pat and familiar ring. We 
seem to remember having heard it before. 


PRAISE FOR AN APPOINTMENT 
From The Nation. 


The Nation applauds the nomination of 
William H. Hastie as Governor of the Vir- 
gin Islands. If confirmed by the Senate, 
as he should be, Mr. Hastie will be the 
first Negro to serve as Governor of an 
American territory. But the nomination is 
more than a gratifying recognition on the 
President's part of the appropriateness of 
placing the islands, with their overwhelm- 
ingly Negro population, under a Negro Gov- 
ernor. 

Hastie was Judge of the District Court 
of the Virgin Islands from 1937 to 1939— 
the first Negro Federal Judge in American 
history. As Assistant Solicitor of the In- 
terior Department from 1934 to 1937, he be- 
came something of an expert in territorial 
problems, He had made a reputation as 
Dean of the Law School at Howard Uni- 
versity, and is regarded as one of the ablest 
young lawyers in the country. 


The Virgin Islands will be’getting a Gov- 
ernor who has never been afraid to speak 
up for his people. Hastie demonstrated his 
courage and integrity on this issue in 1943 
when he resigned his post as civilian aid 
to Secretary of War Stimson in protest 
against Jim Crow practices in the Air Corps. 
The President could not have picked a bet- 
ter man for the island governorship. 


Book on Merchant Marine 


Urges Continued Subsidy 


“The Merchant Marine and World Frontiers,” by 
Robert Earle Anderson. (Cornell Matitime Press, 
New York.) 

While this book is primarily a case of 
special pleading by a man concerned with 
the subject, it is incidentally a good hand- 
book on the United States Merchant Ma- 
rine, shipbuilding in America, the history 
of our sea power, legislation supporting it 
and the laws that regulate it. 

Mr. Anderson's intention is to “solve the 
problem as to whether the Merchant Ma- 
rine will be a national asset, or just an ex- 
pensive toy, left over from the war.” Of 
course, this settlement depends on numer- 
Ous operating interests, and as a matter of 
fact, is characteristically settling itself in a 
number of negative as well as positive ways 
even while the subject is being discussed. 

* * + 

The objection that occurs to most Amert- 
cans is expense. Ships cost more to build 
in American shipyards than abroad and are 
more expensive to operate because of the 
higher wage scaies and living standards of 
our seamen. Can we compete with foreign 
lines whose smaller overhead establishes a 
cheaper haulage rate? 

Congress provided the answer in Govern- 
ment subsidy, as established in the Mere 
chant Marine Act of 1936. The economie 
objection to this subsidy would be valid if 
the transportation of freight were the main 
concern of a national Merchant Marine. 
But that is only a secondary function. 

The Merchant Marine of a great produc- 
tive nation like America is first of all an 
agent abroad for American industry and 
American business. It not merely supplies 
markets; it creates them. A nation’s ships 
guarantee its prestige in foreign ports. 
Beyond that, American personnel abroad 
achieve communication between the United 
States and other nations. They advertise, 
solicit and protect American interests in 
an immediately appreciable way, 

* - * 


The subsidies provided under the 1936 
act do no more than make up the differ- 
ence between our wage rates and living 
standards and those of foreign competitors. 
In return for this support, the shipping 
companies are pledged, by a system of re- 
strictions, to operate to the general advan- 
tage of American commerce, 

The Maritime Commission reserves the 
right to investigate subsidized companies 
at any time; it regulates in the national in- 
terest such conditions as trade routes, 
sailing schedules, defense measures and 
conditions aboard ship. 

Mr. Anderson's book provides well-sub- 
stantiated arguments against narrow parti- 
san concern, local indifference and econom- 
ic misconception.

Looking Out Window 
On Sunny Afternoon 


By Leonard Hall 


Wise: you set up a typewriter table along- 


side the window on a sunny afternoon, it is 

hard to keep the keys tracking straight. 
There, just on the other side of the glass, a 
column is being en- 
acted right before 
your eyes, and it is, 
to say the least; dis- 
tracting. Keeping 
the feeders filled is 
a twice-a-day chore 
and the birds come 
and go in waves. 
Sometimes for a 
quarter hour there 
won't be a bird in 
sight. Then yo. 
look up and _ 0~»per- 
haps 80 or 40 of a 
dozen different 
kinds have arrived 
and are all busy 
eating. Or perhaps 
a single chickadee will appear first, take a few 
pecks and then hop up in the sugar maple and 
call excitedly. Immediately three or four of his 
mates and a brace of titmice will join him. For 
that matter, if 1 go out to fill the feeders and 
there are no birds around, there are two species 
that I can always call in from the woods myself. 
Once they are there, a downy woodpecker sees 
the goings on and that is a sign for three or four 
more to come in. Right now a spunky little 
downy is driving off the English sparrows of 
which a dozen have lately discovered our ban- 
quet tables. The downy snaps his bill in fierce 
fashion, and beats a log menacingly with his 
wings and the Sparrows fly away. 
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A BIG HAIRY WOODPECKER comes in to 
ate the suet basket and finds it empty— 
a sign of the times. Then he flies up to the 
window and drills away at the peanut butter log 
and the chips fly. That fellow has a bill like a 
pile-driver and his eyes snap so that even the 
mocking bird, which is something of a bully, 
lets him strictly alone. When he has finally 
eaten his fill and left, three white-breasted nut- 
hatches land in the ash tree head downward 
and then cross over to the feeder to eat. They, 
too, manage to chase away other intruders until 
the cardinals arrive. Then all at once the birds 
are gone, as though some secret signal has called 
them back to the woods, 
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I WALK OUT across the path to the fireplace 
on the hill to stretch my legs and see the mock- 
ing birds perched atop a bee hive. Perhaps he 
is eating the dead bees which have been pushed 
out at the entrance, or he might even catch a 
live bee on the wing, for they are out by the 
hundreds this warm afternoon. Then he hops 
to the ground and I call Mama to come and 
watch the performance which follows. He bobs 
up and down, opens and closes his wings slowly 
several times so that the white wing bars show 
up clearly. Then he runs a few steps forward 
and repeats the whole performance. We watched 
him do this last year and decided it was a 
mating dance, for it was then much later in the 
spring and there were several other mocking 
birds in the neighborhood. Perhaps it’s a sign 
that spring will come early this year. 
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BACK AT THE HOUSE we decide that it’s 
warm enough to let the biddies out of their yard 
and soon they are scattered across the hillside, 

cratching in the brown grass as though it were 
white as 


investig 


summer. There are only 32 of them, 
snow and alike as peas in a pod. But out in the 
field you'd swear there were twice that many. 
You'd think so from their performance in the 
Hen house this winter, for that matter. There 
are three of the old girls well past their prime 
which probably should have gone into the stew- 
pot long ago although, like E. B. White when he 
lived on his farm in Maine, I wouldn't have the 
heart to cull them out. They’ll hardly create 
a hen-feed shortage and have done their duty 
well. When I come up in the evening with from 
18 to 22 big brown eggs, Mama says it must be 
because they're so contented that they lay well. 
Certainly it couldn’t be because we are scientific 
poultrymen! 
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THERE'S SOMETHING in that contentment 
business, I wouldn’t be surprised. Even on cold 
days, if the sun is shining, you can hear the 
whole flock singing contentedly as they scratch 
in the deep straw of the new sun-porch George 
built for them last autumn. I think that, like 
everybody else, a hen has to be well fed, com- 
fortable and in an unworried frame of mind if 
she’s to do her best. A sunnv place to scratch 
for her grain, a hopper welk filled with mash 
feed, plenty of good clean water to drink, a 
house in which the straw is changed with fair 
regularity to make sure they are dry under-foot 
——these are as important as electric lights to fool 
them in thinking that it is morning. I’ve known 
farmers to say that a full mash hopper made a 

azy hen or that if the birds were “forced” they'd 
die sooner. The first is just plain bad economics. 
As for the second, a hen that produces 200 
eggs in a single year will make a lot more profit — 
for her owner than one which lays 200 eggs in 
two years—especially if both are eaten in the 
end, 
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I GUESS MAMA has been studying the poultry 
journals for she also informs me that hens have 
nerves and should be kept calm by such little 
niceties as knocking gently before you enter the 
hen house. Maybe that’s because they like to 
preen themselves a bit—or don’t like to be caught 
with their feathers awry. Ours, I am quite 
sure, know my footsteps when I come down with 
the morning’s ration of scratch feed. At least I 
don't have to knock, for they are crowded around 
the door waiting for me. That hens have per- 
sonalities there can be no doubt. There was our 
Evelyn. She certainly preferred to be up on 
the terrace with people for company during 
the summer cocktail hour than she did to be 
down in the field with her sisters. She was the 
one which, like Ferdinand the bull, showed a 
preference for flowers and always sat in the 
window box with Mama’s prize geraniums. And 
speaking of hens, it’s nearly sundown and al) 32 
of them are gathered about the gate, looking up 
the hill reproachfully. I'd better go and feed 
them and tuck them in for the night.

ONE OF THE THINGS going 
on now is an effort to re-establish 
a free press. None has existed in 
Germany for many years.

However, the papers are staffed 
by German editors and German 
reporters, and are subject only to 
post-publication scrutiny, They are 
being encouraged to develop high 
modern standards based on the 
high ideals of American journal- 
ism, but they may not propagate 
ideas of racism, Nazism or mil- 
itarism.

This is one of the most im- 
portant undertakings by our mil- 
itary Government, and everyone 
should be watching it with in- 
terest and should insist that it 
be carried on until the roots of 
Nazism are wiped out.

A recomme ndation that the city 
purchase from the Federal Gov- 
ernment the health center build- 
ing at Grand boulevard and Park 
avenue for $30,866 will be made to- 
morrow by Henry 8, Caulfield, di- 
rector of public welfare. The pur- 
chase would require the approval 
of the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment. 

The building was acquired by 
the Government at the start of the 
war, and renovated and equipped 
for clinical purposes at a total 
outlay of $61,730.

INEAPPLE-LIME velvet is a 
P smoot, fluffy double-duty 

food: a delicious dessert when 
you leave the celery out; an ex- 
citing salad if you leave the celery 
in. It tastes as though it might 
require some unusual ingredients 
and a lot of work to make, yet its 
constituents are commonplace and 
putting them together is as simple 
as can be. Since it is a gelatine 
salad, it can be molded in many 
forms. A practical one for every- 
day meals is to turn the mixture 
into a flat rectangular pan and 
congeal it till firm and then cut 
into squares or rectangles. For 
party service it could be molded 
in tall custard cups or a scalloped 
mold. When unmolded these molds 
can be used for the skirts of love- 
ly doll or lady salaus to serve at 
holiday or announcement parties. 
The china or glass doll half fig- 
ures are usually obtainable at the 
dime store and can be set in the 
top. Then softened cream cheese 
can be tinted to obtain contrasting 
color and piped in ribbons or 
ruffles around the waist and on 
the skirt to add a bouffant touch. 

Pineapple-Lime Velvet, 

One package lime-flavored gela- 
tine, one cup boiling water, three 
ounces cream cheese, two-thirds 
cup crushed pineapple with its 
juice, one-half cup finely cut cel- 
ery, one-half cup heavy cream, 
whipped; watercress, maraschino 
or bing cherries. 

Add gelatine to water and stir 
until dissolved. Add creese and 
beat with rotary beater until 
cheese is melted. Chill until 
slightly congealed, then add pine- 
apple and celery. Fold in whipped 
cream. Turn into a four-cup mold, 
rinsed with cold water. Chill un- 
til firm. Unmold on bed of water- 
cress. Garnish with cherries. Six- 
eight servings.

Breakfast: Orange juice, soft- 
cooked eggs, whole wheat muf- 
fins. 

Ligncheon: Toasted cheese sand- 
wiches, spinach medley salad, 
prune whip. 

Dinner: Baked stuffed pork 
chops, apple sauce, baked pota- 
toes, endive, tomato and cucum- 
ber salad. Pineapple-lime velvet. 

Spinach Medley Salad. 

Have all vegetables cold and 
crisp, Combine three cups shred- 
ded raw spinach (aboui half 
pound) one-fourth chopped green 
onions, one-half cup chopped rad- 
ishes, one and one-half cups shred- 
ded lettuce, one-half teaspoon salt 
and one-half cup french dressing. 
Mix lightly but thorough, using 
two forks. Do not stir. Then 
add one cup grated raw carrots 
(about .three carrots) and toss 
mixture two or three times, only. 
Serve immediately. Four servings.

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Home Movies With a Plot in Them 


St. Louis Couple's Short Subjects Rank High in National Circles

ENTION home movies to 
\) oe people who’ve been an 

audience to them and they 
immediately conjure up a vision 
of that five-yawn feature on the 
baby, little Ermintrude’s birthday 
party, or Our Trip Through Yel- 
lowstone, and the resultant feeling 
of being horribly, inevitably 
trapped as the evening wore on. 
All of which has nothing to do 
with the way the Lon Wadmans 
of 5856 Bartmer avenue make 
movies. 

Part of an enthusia ‘“* group 
of amateur movie makers .wrough- 
out the country who compete for 
prizes on their hobby, Wadman 
and his wife turn out short sub- 
jects, complete with plot, and have 
done so well at it that two of 
their films placed among the na- 
tional list of the 10 best non-pro- 
fessionally made films last year, 
one the year before, In the 1945 
contests, their film, “Heckled Holi- 
day’ won the second award in the 
Family Films class of a contest 
sponsored by Home Movies mag- 
azine, of Hollywood, while “This’ll 
Kill You” received an honorable 
mention in one sponsored by Movie 
Makers, magazine of the Amateur 
Cinema League, Inc. In 1944, their 
“Trial and Error” won third place 
among Scenario movies in the 
Home Movies contest, and also the 
first Class A award given by the 
St. Louis Amateur Motion Pictures 
Club. 

Cups, plaques, and a scrapbook 
of reviews of his movies, most of 
which have won the coveted rating 
of “Three-star merit leader” also 
testify to Wadman’s skill. 

“And while this may not look 
like a lot,” says Wadman, gazing 
fondly at his trophies, “you should 
see the efforts we amateurs go 
through to win them.” 

Manager of a drug store in 
Wellston, Wadman started his 
hobby when a man talked him 
into buying a projector that he 
couldn’t sell to anyone else. 

“That was about 12 years ago 
when people didn’t take as many 
home movies as they do now,” he 
said. “I soon got tired of running 
the one little roll of film that 
came with the projector so I 
bought a camera, and as I got 
more interested, I bought more 
equipment. Before long I was a 
charter member of a movie mak- 
ers club in Kansas City and when 
we moved here seven years ago 
we joined the St. Louis club.” 

Now president of the St. Louis 
Amateur Motion Picture Club, 
Wadman is the only St. Louisan 
to place in national competitions, 
although more and more members 
of the club are emulating the 
Wadmans in making scenario pic- 
tures. Each of the Wadmans’ 
films—and they have “a closet full 
of them”—represent four to six 
weeks of hard work. Their attrac- 
tive apartment, furnished with 
carefully collected antiques, evi- 
dence of another hobby, serves as 
background for most of the do- 
mestic dramas they film, while the 
basement is used for building 
more elaborate scenarios. 

“I do the writing and direct- 
ing,” Wadman explained, “and we 
all do the acting. We start with a 
complete script, not only dialogue 
but every camera angle, every bit 
of action written down. I’ve found 
from past experience that you just 
waste film taking pot shots.” 


Wadman has a natural partner 


in his movie making in his wife, 
who was formerly a dancer under 
the professional name of Harriet 
Cole, in the Chicago Opera Co., 
Municipal Opera productions, 
the Greenwich Village Follies with 
Gallagher and Sheean, and in 
numerous vaudeville productions, 
Also a dancing instructor locally, 
she was one of Betty Grable’s 
teachers at both Clark’s dancing 
school and Johnny Hanley’s. Mrs. 
Wadman, who still retains her 
ingenue prettiness, is the feminine 
lead in most of the “Harlon Pro- 
ductions,” while their little boy, 
Lon Jr., has his share of star- 
dom, too. 

“The cast problem is the big- 
gest one in amateur movie mak- 
ing,” Wadman says. “You can get 
plenty of people who think they 
want to be in a movie but they 
change their minds when they 
find it means hard work and long 
hours under hot lights, We have 
one friend who’s been in most of 
our films, but usually you're 
afraid to put anyone in unless 
he’s a close friend who'll stick by 
you, We once had a girl quit 
when the picture was two-thirds

finished and of course, that’s a 
major tragedy. I try to: pick cast 
members for their dependability 
first and their acting ability sec- 
ond. Ours are silent pictures, of 
course, and I’m convinced that 
anyone can act in silent pictures.” 


“With a good director,” Mrs. 
Wadman added, “and Lon’s a good 
director.” 


The Wadman-made films run s0 
smoothly and entertainingly that 
one almost forgets to appreciate 
the technique; they are so much 
in the class of that accepted 
miracle, the professionally made 
movie. The first one, “Trial and 
Error” was the story of a young 
couple’s struggle to stick to a 
budget, with one especially good 
scene, in which the camera shows 
only the hands of the irate hus- 
band and apologetic wife as they 
shuffle through bills with ap. 
propriately eloquent gestures, 


Another, “This’ll Kill You,” a 
satire on horror films employs all 
the standard thrill devices plus 
some non-standard surprises, such 
as a scene in which a dozen 
corpses, all identical, fall from the 
closet until one of them stops in 
mid-air, turns to the audience and 

says, “Sure are a lot of us fel- 
lows, aren't there?” This film al- 
sO has the close-up of a man’s eye, 
the victim’s, a device used in “Lost 
Week-End.” The Wadmans are 
rather proud that they thought of 
it first.

It will be seen that North ac- 
tually did name a good contract, 
three notrump, and that South 
took him out to four spades, 
which was doomed to defeat. Yet 
North’s bidding was very bad, 
and South’s was correct! No 
first-rank player, holding South’s 
hand, would permit three no 
trump to stand after the bidding 
North produced. They © would 
feel, quite reasonably, that the 
South hand might not be worth a 
single trick at notrump (aside 
from stopping the diamond and 
spade suits) but that it might 
take four or five tricks with 
spades as trump. 


Now, let’s consider South’s de- 
cision if the bidding has gone 
properly: 

North East 
1 chub 
2 hearts 
2Znotrump Pass 
3 notrump Pass 

South’s problem a this point 
assumes an entirely different 
complexion. North has shown a 
biddable heart suit, a diamond 
stopper and a generally powerful 
hand, but has strongly indicated 
a singleton spade. He not only 
“reversed” by starting with a 
club and later bidding hearts, but 
persisted to three notrump in the 
face of South’s non-commital 
spade rebid. 

Just as every expert would per- 
sist to four spades in the previous 
bidding sequence, so every one 
would pass to three notrump if 
North truly revealed both his 
strength and distribution.
